Callilriehe verna, Linn. — Brook between the tram-road and Walton hall 
gardens, and in many other similar places about Preston. 

lAgustrum vulgare, Linn. — By the side of the footpath by the Larches at 
Ashton, and in many other places about Preston. 

Fraxinus excelsior, Linn. — Frequent in woods and hedges. 

Veronica serpylli folia, Linn. — In Walton hall gardens, by Rufford park 
wall, and plentifully in clover fields about Rufford. Frequent in pas- 
tures between the tram-road and Walton hall gardens. 

Beccabunga, Linn. — Very common in brooks and ditches througbou 

the district. 
anagallis, Linn. — In brooks and ditches in many places, but not so 

frequent as the last. Ditches between Kirkham and Freckletou, 

plentifully. 

scuteUata, Linn. — Brook between the tram-road and Walton hall 

gardens. Near Nicky Nook, Garstang ; on Ribbleton moor. 

Chamadrys, Linn. — Common on dry hedge banks throughout the 

district. 

officinalis, Linn. — Occasionally in similar situations to the last ; 

Ribbleton moor. 

montana, Linn. — Woods about Redscar very plentifully ; in the 

grounds belonging to Walton hall, abundantly. 

a^restis, Linn. — Not uncommon in cultivated ground. In Walton 

hall gardens. 

polita, Fries. — On a bank at G reave s Town, Ashton. 

arvensis. Lion. — Frequent on walls and dry banks, and in fields. In 

Walton hall gardens. 

hederifolia, Linn. — On a wall by the side of the road leading by 

Wbinfield house to the Larches at Ashton. Not uncommon iu similar 
places. Very abundant in dry com fields about Rufford. 
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Pinguicula vulgaris^ Linn. — Common in wet places on Pendle hill. 
UtriculMria vulgaris, Linn. — Brooks and ditches at Martin mere. I have 

been informed that this plant has been found in the canal near Preston, 

and in pits near Kirkham. 

minor, Linn.— I have seen a dried specimen of this plant which 

was found on Leyland moss. 

Lycopus Europam, Linn. — Frequent by the sides of brooks and pits. 

Circaa lutetiana, Linn. — Plentifully in Penwortham churchyard. Ditch by 
the side of the footpath leacHng from the tram-road to Walton haU 
gardens. In several shady lanes and woods about Preston. 

Lefnna trisvlca, Linn. — ^Pit beyond the Tunbrook wood, and in similar 
situations occasionally. Pit near the cemetery. 

minor, Linn. — Abundantly on the surfece of ditches and pools. 

gibba, Linn.— Ditches and pools on Eibbleton moor. 

Anihoxanthum odoratum, Linn. — Plentifully in meadows and pastures. 

Valeriana officinalis, Linn. — Frequently in marshy places and ditch sides. 
Abundantly in several places between the tram-road and Walton. 

dioica, Linn. — Meadows near Cottam mill ; near Nicky Nook. 

Fedia olUoria, Vahl. — ^A weed in Walton hall gardens. 

Iris Pseud-acorus, Linn. — ^Very frequent in marshy places. Abundantly 
near the footpath below Brockholes wood. 

Scirpus ccRspitosuSy Sm.— On Longridge fell. 

laciistris, Linn. — Not uncommon by the sides of rivers and pools. 

Abundant and fine by the side of Marton mere, near Blackpool. 

m^ritimuSt Linn. — Biver side at Naze point, and in many localities 

between that place and Lytham. Ashton marsh, near Whinfield 
house. 

sylvaticus, Linn. — I am informed that this plant grows near Sion hill, 

Ribbleton. 

Eleocharis palustris, Br. — Common on marshy ground and by pools. 

Eriopkorum vaginatum, Linn. — Comnjon on Pendle hill ; plentifully on 

the moors between Black Coppice and Rivington Pike. 

angustifolium, Both. — Common on Pendle hill ; Ribbleton moor. 

Montiafontana, Linn. — Spring by the side of the road from Cottam hall 

to the Chapel, and in many similar places about Preston. 
Dipsacus sylvestris, Linn. — Between Greave's Town and the marsh. 
ScaMosa succisa, Linn. — Abundant in many places about Longridge on the 

fell sides. 
KnaiUia arvensis, Coult — Common in the borders of corn-fields. 
Sherardia arvensis, Linn. — Frequent in corn-fields; common in fieldi 

near Stydd church.

Coronopus, Linn. — Plentiful in diy places on Ashton marsh. 



Sanguisorha officinalis, Linn. — ^Very common in some of the fields between 
Walton flats and the tram-road; also in fields at the back of the 
Bridge inn, Penwortham. 

Oomus sanguinea, Linn. — Frequent in hedges about Elston and Fishwick, 
and various other places. 

Parietaria officinalis, Linn. — Abundantly on CUtheroe castle. 

AlchemiUa vulgaris, Linn.— Not uncommon in pastures and by the side of 
brooks generally in the district, and abundant in some places. Plenti- 
ful in one of the fields between the tram-road and Walton flats. 

arvensis, Sm. — Frequent in the borders of corn-fields. A common 

weed in some gardens. 

Hex Aquifolium, Linn. — ^Not uncommon in hedges and bushy places about 
Clitheroe and Longridge, apparently natural. 

Potamogeton natans, Linn. — Frequent in pits. 

perfoliatus, Linn. — In the canal above Preston. 

rufescens, Schrad. — In several pits near the cemeteiy. 

densus, Linn — Frequent in the canal above Preston. Ditch by the 

side of the tram-road. 

crispus, Linn. — Canal near Preston. 

pusillus, Linn. — I am told that this plant grows on Ashton

Sagina procumhens, Linn. — Frequent on walls and in dr}^ gravelly places. 
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Sagina apetala, Linn. — In similar places to the last. 

Myosotis palustris, ** Kiphoff." — Very frequent in marshy places. Brook 
between the tram-road and Walton. 

collina, Hoffm. — I am informed that this plant is to found among 

the sand hills at Lytham. 

ccBspitosa, Schultz. — Frequent in similar situations to Myosotis 

palustris. 

arvensis, Hoffm.-r-Frequent in cultivated ground. 

sylvatka, Ho£fm. — ^ Woods about Redscar. 

versicolor^ Lehm. — By the side of the Dow brook, below the camp at 

Kirkham. 

Anchnsa spmpervhens, Linn. — At Ruffuvd near the ion by the side of the 
road leading to the park, but perhaps not truly wild ; also at Ribbleton, 
but doubtfully wild. 

Cynoglossum officinale, Linn. — Veiy abundant on most of the sandhills 
between Lytham and Blackpool. 

Sympliiftum officinale, Linn. — Ditch near Penwortham turnpike, and ccca- 
sinnally by the sides of brooks and ditches near Preston. On the 
quoiting ground at the public house by the North Union Railway 
bridge, Preston. 

Lycopsls arvensis, Linn. — Occasionally in corn-fields, by road sides, and on 
rubbish heaps. On the beach at Lytham. 

Primula vulgaris, Huds. — Veiy common in thickets, hedges and banks 
throughout the district. 

elatior, With. — In the Timbrook wood occasionally, and in pastures 

in the neighbourhood. In pastures near Greave*s Town, Ashton. 

veris, Linn. — Meadows and pastures. Pastures at the badk of the 

Biidge inn, Penwortham, abundantly. 

farinosa, Linn. — I am informed that this plant grows on Pendle 

hill, in similar places to the Pinguicula vulgaris. 

Menyanthes trifoliata, Linn. — ^Very abundant in pools on Ribbleton moor, 
and in many similar places about Preston. 

Hottonia palustrist Linn. — Ditches about Rufford towards Martin mere. 
I am told that it is also to be foimd in ditches about Lytham. 

Lysimachia vulgaris, Linn. — By the side of the brook between the tram- 
road and Walton. By the side of Penwortham lodge. 

Nemorum, Linn. — Frequent in woods in the neighbourhood. Woods 

about Redscar abundantly. 

Nummularia, Linn. — Occasionally in wet meadows, especially along, 

open drains and trenches. 

Anagallis arvensis, Linn. — ^Frequent in the borders of corn-fields and in 
gardens. Abundant in corn-fields between Hesketh bank and Crossons. 
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AnagalUs teneUa, Linn. — Plentifully in marshy places between Lytham and 
the lighthouse. Wet hedge bank by the side of the road between Orms- 
kirk and Halsall. About Nicky Nook abundantly. 

Convolvulus sepium, Linn.— Plentifully in the hedge on the north side of 
the Kibble at Preston. 

arvensis, Linn. — Borders of corn-fields and on dry banks. 

Soldanella, Linn. — On the sea shore about a mile and a half from 

Blackpool towards Lytham. 

Campanula rotuiidifolia, Linn. — Frequent on hedge banks and in dry 
pastures in every direction. 

latifolia, Linn. — Ditch between the tram-road and the East Lanca- 
shire railway viaduct. Ditch by the side of the footpath leading from 
Penwortham bridge to Penwortham church, and several other similar 
places near Preston. In several places near the road from Longridge 
to Chipping. Hollimd wood, Walton-le-dale very abundant. 

hederacea, Linn. — I am informed that this plant grows at Nicky Nook 

near Garstang. 

Jadone montana, Linn. — In several places about Whittle, particularly by 
the canal side near Whittle springs. 

Viola odorata, Linn. — Hedge bank near Roach bridge, north side of the 
Darwen. It is said to grow at Fishwick, and also on a hedge bank 
on the Wood Plumpton road. 

canina, Linn. — Common on hedge banks, and in pastures and waste 

land throughout the district. 

palustris, Linn. — Ribbleton moor plentifully. Wood at Nicky Nook. 

Marshy ground near Pickering castle, Whittle, abundantly. 

tricolor^ Linn. — Fields between Hesketh bank and Crossons. Fre- 
quent about Rufford. 

Hyoscyamus niger, Linn. — By the side of the footpath leading from 
Hesketh bank to Crossons. 

Solarium dulcamara, Linn. — In hedges occasionally, near Whittle springs. 
In many places near Preston. 

Erythrcea Centaurium, Pers. — In great abundance near the guide's house 
below Freckleton ; also between Lytham and the lighthouse, and in 
similar places above Southport. 

UttoraliSy Hook. — Among the sandhills above Southport. 

Samolus Valerandi, Linn. — ^Plentifully between Lytham and the lighthouse 
Road-side between Ormskirk and Halsall. 

Lonicera Periclymenum, Linn. — ^Abundantly in hedges between Roach 
bridge and the road to Whalley. In hedges in many places near 
Preston. 

Euonymus Europceus, Linn. — Shrubbery at Walton hall, perhaps not 
truly wild. 
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Bibes rtitirum, Linn. — Occaaionally by the side of brooks. SaJwick brook, 

near Cottam miU, and in sereral hedges in the neighbourhood. 
nigrum, Linn. — By the side of Salwick brook, near Oottam mill. 

■ alpinum, Linn. — Hedge on the right-hand side of the road from 
Preston to Wood Plumpton, about a mile firom the turning out of the 
Ashton road. Hedge on the right-hand side of the road from Long- 
ridge to Chipping. 

Orosmlaria, Linn. — Occasionally in hedges, but not very common. 



Lane on the right hand side of the road between the Sumpter^s house 
and Tardy gate. Between Walton wood and the road. 

Hedera HeUx, Linn. — Common in woods and on old trees in hedge rows 
everywhere in the district. 

Glaux mariUma, Linn— On the sea-coast at Lytham and Blackpool 
abundantly. 

Vinca minor, Linn. — ^Abundantly on a bank in a wood near the Larches, 
between the footpath and Ashton marsh, but perhaps not truly wild. 

Chenopodium Bonus Henricus, Linn. — ^Frequent in waste ground and by 
road sides. 

maritimum, Linn. — I am told that this plant is to be fonnd near 

Lytham. 

intermedium, Koch. — Common in waste ground and on dunghills. 

Salsoli Kali, Linn. — On the sandy sea shore about Lytham and Southport. 

Ulmus campestris, Linn. — Occasionally in woods. 

■ montana, Bauh.^Occasionally in woods near Whitewell. 

glabra. Mill. — ^In woods. 

Oentiana Pneum^manthe, Linn. — Ribbleton moor abundantly. 

amarella, Linn. — ^Abundantly on hills about Rawtenstall. 

campestris, Linn. — Plentifully between Lytham and the lighthouse. 

Eringium maritimum, Linn. — Sea shore at Lytham. 

Hydrocotyle vulgaris, Linn. — Li swampy places not unfrequently. Plenti- 
fully in a marshy field near the river Loud, between Longridge and 
Chipping. Ribbleton moor abundantly. 

Sanicula Europaa, Linn. — Frequently in woods near Preston. Brockholes 

wood. Wood between the tram-road and Walton, 
Caucalis latifolia, Linn. — ^A solitary specimen of this was found during" 

the present year in the yard at the back of the ofl&ce of the Deputy 

Clerks of the Peace in Preston. 
Torilis anthriscus, Gaertn. — Not unfrequently in hedges and waste ground 
Anthriscus vulgaris, Pers. — By the road-side near the barracks at FulwooA 
Scandix Pecten, Linn.- — In corn-fields occasionally, 
Myrrhis odorata. Scop. — In several places by the side of the brook neai 
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Chipping towards Whitewell. Orchard at the back of the Talbot 
Arms inn, Chipping. In many places near the lead mine brook below 
Bivington pike. 

ChoerophyUum sylvestre, Linn. — Very common in waste places and pastures. 

Daucus carota, Linn. — Brook-side at Fulwood. In many places near the 
Naze point and Lytham> Field between the tram-road and Walton. 

Bunium /lexuosum, With.^— On hedge banks and in dry pastures occasion- 
ally. Abundantly in a wood between the tram-road and Walton hall. 

Stum nodiflommy Linn. — In brooks and ditches not unfrequently. Ditches 
near the cemetery.

' magna, Linn. — ^Not uncommon about Preston. Abundantly 

among the old lime works near Clitheroe. 

Pastinaca saliva, Linn. — Borders of fields near Leyland and Euxton. 

Heracleum Sphondylium, Linn. — Borders of fi.elds in the district generally. 

Viburnum Opulus, Linn. — Woods on qach side of the toll-bridge on the 
Blackburn new load. 

Samhucvji nigra, Linn. — Frequent in woods and hedges. 
Pamassia palustris, Linn. — Abundantly between Lytham and the light- 
house. Also in similar spots north of Southport. 
Statice Armeria, Linn. — In sandy ground in Ashton marsh abundantly. 
Limonium, Linn. — Sea shore, Knot end, opposite to Fleetwood. 
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Lmum catharticum, Linn. — Dry pastures. Frequently about Clitheroe, 
particularly towards Pendle hill. Also about the Naze point. 

Drosera rotundifolia, Linn. — Eibbleton moor. Leyland and Farringdon 
mosses. Pilling moss. 

longifolia, Linn. — Leyland moss. Pilling moss. 

Anglica, Huds. — Leyland moss. Pilling moss. 

Galanthm nivalis^ Linn. — Hedge bank near the fourth mile stone from 
Preston, about two fields to the right of the Lancaster road. 

Narcissus Pseudo-NarcissuSy Linn. — In several hedges and fields by the 
side of the road about a mile beyond the church at Walton-le-dale. 

Allium ursinum, Linn. — -Tory abundantly in the wood between the tram- 
road and Walton hall. Also in many other places about Preston. 

Ormthogalum umbdlatuMy Linn.^In a thicket near Oottam hall, by the 
side of the footpath leading into the Wood Plumpton road. 

Ougea lutea, Ker. — On both sides of the lane leading from the Blackburn 
road to Ouerdale hall. I have been informed by a person that he has 
found this plant near Accrington. 

Hyacinthus non-scriptus, Linn. — Woods near Walton, and in many other 
places about Preston in great abundance. 

Asparagus officinalis, Linn. — ^A few plants of this species are to be found 
each year among the sand hills at Lytham, and I understand were 
found there many years ago ; but probably they are not truly wild. 

Narthecium Ossifragum, Huds. — ^Plentiful in wet places on Longridge fell, 
and in many other similar places about Preston. 

Acarus Calamus, Linn. — In a pit by the footpath to the cemetery, where it 
is this year (1858) flowering in considerable quantities. Pit on the 
Moor hall estate. By the side of the tram-road. 

Juncus glau^us, Sibth. — Frequent in wet pastures. 

effusus, Linn. — Frequent in wet pastures. 

conglomeratuSf Linn. — Common in wet pastures. 

squarrosus, Linn. — Common on wet heathy ground. 

compressusy Jacq. — Common in wet pastures. Marshes between the 

Naze point and Lytham. 

b^fonius, Linn. — Common in marshy fields. 

uUginosm, Sibth. — Common in wet swampy meadows. 

acutiflorus, Ehrt. — Common in boggy places and ditches. 

Luzula pHosa, WiUd. — Dry banks by the side of woods near Redscar. 
campestris^ Br. — Frequent in dry pastures near Preston. Field at 

the further side of the cemetery. 

sylvatica, Bich. — Wood at Nicky Nook. 

Berheris vulgaris, Linn. — Plentifully in a hedge between Rufford and 
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Martin mere. I have not met wiih it elsewhere in this part of the 
comity, but last year J found it within a few yards of the Hodder, on 
the Yorkshire side near Dawford bridge. I have been told that it 
grows in a hedge near the Preston cemetery. 

Peplis Portula, Linn. — Ditch on Kibbleton moor. 

Rumex crispus, Linn. — ^Frequent in waste places and pastures and by road 



pulclier, Linn. — Frequent on heaps of rubbish and by road sides. 

aanguineuSy Linn. — Frequent in woods and waste ground. 

palustris, Sm. — Common in boggy and marshy ground and ditchea. 

ohtusifoliust Linn. — Common in fields and waste places. 

Acetosa, Linn. — Frequent in meadows and pastures about Preston. 

Acetosella, Linn. — On dry hedge banks and in waste places abundantly. 

Triglochin palmtre, Linn. — ^Ashton marsh and near Kicky Nook. Marshy 
ground above Walton wood. 

marUimum, Linn. — Ashton marsh. 

Alisma Plantago, Linn. — Brook between the tram-road and Walton. Very 
common in ditches and ponds about Preston. 

— ranunculoide8t Linn. — Li open drains and trenches on Bibbleton 
moor, and not unfrequently in similar situations about Preston. 

Epilobium angwtifolium, Lmn. — Plentiful on Pilling moss, near Rawcliffe. 

hirsiUum, Linn. — Ditches in the fields at the back of the Bridge inn, 

Penwortham, and in many similar places about Preston. 

parviflorum, Schub. — ^Frequently in ditches in the neighbourhood. 

montanunij Ldnn. — ^Near Hoghton tower and in several other places. 

palusire, Linn. — Frequent in marshy ground, and by the side of 

ditches and brooks. 



tetragonum, Linn. — In similar places to the last. 

Chlora peyfoliata, Linn. — Abundantly in the bottoms among the sandhills 
north of Southport. Near Roach bridge, on the side of the Darwen 
nearest to Hoghton tower. 

Vaccinium Myrtillm, Linn. — Plentiful on Longridge fell and other hills in 
the neighbourhood. 

Vitis-idaa, Linn. — Pendle hill. 

Oxycoceot, Linn.— Longridge fell. Pendle hill. Beacon fell, in great 

abundance. Plentifully on Pilling moss. 

Cdlluna vulgaris, Salsb. — Very abundant on Longridge fell. 

Erica cinerea, Linn. — Longridge fell. 

Tetralix, Linn. — ^Longridge fell, Pendle hilL 

Acer Pseado-platanm, Linn. — In woods and by the sides of rivers plentifully. 
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Acer campestre, Linn. — Frequent in woods. 

Polygonum Bistorta, Linn. — Frequent in meadows and pastures. Meadows 
below Walton lodge. 

— avicidare, Linn. — Frequent by road sides and in waste places. 

— Convolvulus, Linn. — Not uncommon in cultivated and waste ground 
and in com fields. Common about Leyland and Croston. 

•— — amphihium, Linn. — ^Frequent in ditches and ponds. By the side of 
the canal in many places. 

Persicaria, Linn. — Field between the tram-road and Walton. 

lapathi/oUnm, Linn. — In the same field as the last. 

Hydropiper, Linn. — Frequent in ditches and ponds. 

Paris guadrifolia, Linn. — Wood at Walton-le-dale. Also in the woods at 
Hedscar and the Tunbrook. Wood between the tram-road and Walton. 

Adoxa Moschatellina, Linn. — Hedge banks on each side of South Meadow 
lane ; also of Watery lane» Fishwick, and in many other similar places. 

Butomus umhellatu^j Linn. —In the canal a short distance north of Preston. 
Pit near the footpath to Cadaley mill with Stratiotes abides. 

Andromeda polifolia, Linn. — ^Farringdon moss and Pilling moss. 

Pyrola rotundifoliaf Linn.— "Abundantly between Lytham and the light- 
house. 

Chrysosplenium altemifoUum, Linn. — In several places on the bank of a 
brook near the footpath leading from Sion hill, Ribbleton moor, to 
Fulwood barracks. By a rivulet between Parlike pike and Chipping. 

■■ — opposUifolium, Linn. — Very common by the sides of brooks and 
springs. 

«^. Saaifraga ft mhroea^ Linn. — ^Near Lower Lee, Wyersdale, by the side of £^ 
'V*^^. brook running mto the Wyre. By the side of a brook a little to the 
north of Rawtenstall. 

Scleranthus annuus, Linn. — ^Frequent in com fields with a dry soil, 

Saponaria officinalis, Linn. — In a hedge by the north side of the Eibble 
between Preston and Walton, Plentifully in several places near Rib • 
Chester bridge. By the side of the Calder near its junction with the 
Eibble. 

Silene inflata, Sm. — Frequent in fields and waste places. 

maritima. With. — Under the sand hills at Lytham. Abundantly on 

the shore near Lytham, in the direction of the Naze point. 

Stellaria nemorum, Linn. — Melling's wood and South Meadow lane. 

-. media, With. — Very common both in cultivated and waste ground.

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Verbascum TAqpsus, linn. — ^By the road side from Samles- 
bury Church to the Lower Hall, a single specimen, 1860. 

Chenopodium Bonus Henricus, Linn. — Between Dinckley 
Hall and the Eibble, plentiful. 

Myrrhis odorata^ Scop. — Kibble bank, near Darwen mouth, 
1801 ; bank between the tram-road and Walton Hall. 

8ium angustifolium, Linn. — ^Ditch near Lythain, by Eibble 
bank, abundant. 

8ium inundatum, Wigg. — Pit on the east side of Bibbleton 
Moor, abundant; ditches between Groston Moss and 
Bank Bridge, abundant. 

Bison Amomum, Linn. — This plant is erroneously included 
in part I. I am not aware that it has been found in this 
district. 

(Enanthe pimpinelloides, Linn. — This plant is stated in 
part I. to grow in marshes between the Naze Point and 
Lytham, abundantly. This is an error, the plant in 
question is certainly not CE. pimpinelfoides, but, I 
believe, on further investigation will prove to be either 
CE, peucedanifoUay Poll. — or (E. Lachenalu^ Gmel. — 
probably the latter. 

.^ Phellandrium, Lam. — Ditches, Groston Moss. 

Meum athamanticum, Jacq. — In a pasture field at Piethom, 
in Butterworth, very abundant. This may be considered 
out of place in a paper treating of the botany of Preston 
and its neighbourhood, but I mention it because I 
believe the exact locality has not been named in any 
work before. Mr. Grindon, in his Flora of Manchester, 
mentions the' plant as growing on " Wldteley Dean, a 
" moor near Milnrow." 

Bupleurum rotundifolium, Linn. — ^Mr. George Ward, who is 
stated in Part II. to have found this plant in the neigh- 
bourhood of Feniscowles, informs me that he found 
some specimens of it many years ago in a field between 
the Boar's Head, in Hoghton, and Quaker Brook. 

Statice reticulata, Hook. — This plant is incorrectly included 
in Part II. There are two kinds of Statice often growing 
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together on the marshes hy the Wyre, one much larger 
and more luxuriant than the other, and I cannot quite 
satisfy myself as to the species of the smaller kind, hut 
it is not reticulata. It may prohahly he S. biberf^osa, yi\^ '^ 
G. E. Sm. — hut it requires further investigation. 

Convallaria multijlora, Linn. — ^I saw this plant growing in 
a hedge near Milnrow, in June, 1861, although, like the 
Meum, out of place in this list, I mention the fact 
because I believe the above habitat has never been 
recorded. The plant had every appearance of being 
wild. I was informed that it grew in a wood in the 
same nfeighbourhood a few years since, but is now lost 
there. 

majalxBy Linn. — I believe this plant ^has been 

found either in a ravine near the Heald, Bamacre, or in 
a plantation in Calder Vale, which is in the same neigh- 
bourhood. 

Maianthemum bifolium, D. C. — This plant (under the name 
of Monophyllon, or One Blade), Gerarde says " groweth 
" in Lancashire, in Dingley Wood, six miles from 
" Preston, in Aundemesse ; and in Harwood neere to 
"Blackbume likewise." By Dingley I presume is 
meant Dinckley, near Eibchester, which, however, is ten 
or twelve miles from Preston. The old botanist is 
frequently incorrect in his distances. I have not yet had 
an opportunity of searching for this plant. 

Rumex Hydrolapathum, Huds. — I have found this plant 
near Bank Bridge, the habitat mentioned by Mr. H. 
Scott, Part II. 

Alisma ranunculoides, Linn. — Pit at Liscoe, near Rawcliffe, 
very abundant. 

Chlora perfoliata^ Linn. — Fields about Green Lane, Boach 
Bridge, abundant. A fine specimen between Eibble 
bank and Freckleton, August, 18OT. 

Saxifraga tridactylites, Linn. — Beach at Lytham, between 
the Windmill and the Custom House, very abundant. 

AgroBtemma Githago, Linn. — Com fields about Croston 
Moss, frequent. 
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Meconopsk Camhrica, Vig.^Lancashire side of the Hodder, 

near Whitewell, but introduced. 
Trollius Europ<BU8, Linn. — Marshy place near the Spa Well, 

Olitheroe. 
AquiUgia vulgaris, Linn. — Wood between Sale Weel and 

Dinckley Hall. 

Anemone Pulsatilla, Linn. — In the Phytologist for January, 

1862, there is an article entitled " Catalogue of plants 

" cultivated by Collinson," who was a celebrated botanist 

and florist living at Mill Hill, Hendon, Middlesex, about 

the middle of the last Century. With reference to the 

A, Pulsatilla, the following note is extracted from the 

Catalogue — " Mr. Knowlton found millions of Pulsatillas 

iiuU ^^^^^^ " growing everywhere in the grass, from a mile south of 

i iMfy k^*^*^ « Lancaster, on the way to Little Purton." * This Mr.

Bridge ; hedge bank between Longridge and Eibchester 

Workhouse ; hedge bank near Bamber Bridge, by the 

Leyland road, probably introduced in each of the above 

localities. 

Ballota nigra, Linn. — Hedges about Kufford. 

Calamintha Clinopodiutn, Benth. — Sand hills at Lytham, 

frequent. 
Thymus Acinos, Linn. — Mentioned in Part I. as growing 
near Clitheroe, but I believe incorrectly. I believe the 
plant I took td be T. Acinos is only a variety of 
T, Serpyllum, but the matter requires further investiga- 
tion. 
Bartsia viscosa, Linn. — Ditch at the edge of the sand hills 
at Lytham, next to the cultivated ground, plentiful, 
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LathrmpL s^uamaria.'^In a wood called Whalley Banks, on 
the bank of the Calder, about a mile from Whalley, 
nearly opposite to Moreton Hall. Gerarde says of 
this plant '' It groweth likewise neere Harwood, in 
" Lancashire, a mile from Whanley, in a wood called 
" Talbot Banke." The locality indicated by Gerarde is 
no doubt the same as that in which the plant now 
grows, " Whanley " being evidently a misprint for 
"Whalley, and no wood called Talbot Bank being now 
known in the neighbourhood. Mr. George Ward found 
the plant in Whdley Banks Wood, about 35 years since. 

Draha verna, Linn. — ^Very abundant on the beach at Lytham, 
between the Windmill and the Custom House. 

Camelina sativa, Crantz. — Marsh End, Ashton, on a piece 
of uncultivated ground, 1860. No doubt introduced, 
but in what manner it is difficult to say. 

Teesdalia nudicaulis^ Br. — Sandy com field between Bufibrd 
and Martin Mere very abundant. 

Geranium columhinum, Linn. — Dry bank near KufiPord ; by 
a bye road to Martin Mere. 

lucidum, Linn. — Old wall nearly opposite Hoghton 

Church ; very abundant, as a weed, in a garden at 
Withy Trees, Bamber Bridge. 

Malva moschata, Linn. — ^Wyre bank, near the entrance to 
Rawcliffe Hall. 

Corydalis lutea, D. C. — Wall at Worston, near Clitheroe. 

Ervum hirsutum, Linn. — Banks, Croston Moss, plentiful. 

Ornithopus perpusillus, Linn. — By the road from Fleasington 
Old Hall to the bridge over the Darwen, abundant. 

Hypericum humifusumy Linn. — Bank by footpath between 
Fulwood Barracks and Sion Hill, plentiftil. 

Tragopogon porrifoliuSy Linn. — Gerarde says this plant 
" Growes not wild in England that I could ever see 
" or heare of, except in Lancashire upon the banks of 
*' the River Calder, neere unto my Lady Heskith's house, 
" two miles from Whawley." I believe Martholme Hall 
is the house referred to by Grerarde, but I cannot say 
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whether or not T. porrifoliuB is still to be found in 

its neighbourhood. 

Cichorium Intyhua, Linn.T-Near the Old Hall, Winmarleigh, 
Mr. James Pearson of Rochdale. 

Berratula ttnctoria, linn. — Hedge bank by a footpath lead- 
ing from Farington Church towards Ouerden Park, near 
the latter place. 

Carduus nutans^ Linn. — ^By the side of the tram-road, and 
in many other places about Preston. 

Senecio Saracenicus, Linn. — Mr. George Ward informs me 
that this plant grows on the Bibble bank, near Balder- 
stone Hall, and in several other places in that neigh- 
bourhood. 

EpipactU latifolia, Sw. — Sand hills near Lytham. 

Carex ccespitosa^ Linn. — By the Canal at Preston ; marshes 
near Preston, frequent. 

fulva, Gooden. — Pasture, through which a footpath 

passes, between the road and Cuerdale Wood. 

Bryonia dtoica, Linn. — This plant does not now grow at

I AM indebted to the kindness of Miss Becker, lately residing 
at Altbam near Accrington, but now at Ardwick, Manchester, 
for much of the information contained in the following 
paper, particularly with regard to the habitats of those two 
interesting plants, the Impatiens noli-me-tangere and the 
Cotchicum autumnale^ both of which I had the pleasure of 
verifying during the summer and autumn of 1864. I was 
unaware previously that either plant flourished in the Preston 
district. I have also to express my thanks to my former cor- 
respondents, Messrs. Henry Scott and George Ward, for 
information supplied by them. 

Thulictrumjlavum, liinn. — Ditches about Pilling, plentiful ; 
in several places near St. Michael's; Moreton Woods, 
near Whalley — Miss Becker. 

Anemone Pulsatilla, Linn. — (See Part III as to this plant). — 
Doubtless some mistake has crept in as to its reported 
Lancashire habitat. It appears that the Mr. Knowlton 
who, according to report, found the plant growing 
abundantly near Lancaster, on the road to Little Purton,

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was gardener to the Earl of Burlington, at Lonesborough 
(or as it is now written Londesborough), in Yorkshire ; 
and the probability is, that he found the plant in question 
in that neighbourhood, and not near Lancaster. I have 
not been able to discover whether or not there is a place 
called " Little Purton" near Londesborough ; but it is 
certain there is no such place in this county. 

Trollius Europausy Linn.— Wood between Sale Weel and 
Dinckley.Hall; Worston, near Clitheroe — Miss Becker; 
plentiful in Livesey — Mr. George Ward. 

Oeranium phaum, Linn. — Simonstone lane — ^Miss Becker. 
Old lane in Barton near Preston, leading from Tunstead 
Farm to Broughton — Mr. BuUer. 

lucidum, Linn. — Wall near Portfield, Whalley — 

Miss Becker. 

Impatiens noli-me-tangere^ Linn. — In several places by the 
side of a stream in Simonstone. 

Trifolium suffocatum, Linn. — This plant is stated in Part II 
to grow on the beach at Lytham, but I believe incor- 
rectly ; at any rate, I have not been able to meet with it 
there for several years. 

■ striatum, Linn. — I believe this plant is occasion- 

ally to be found on the beach at Lytham. In 1862 I 
found a Trifolium there in considerable quantities, which 
I believe to be this; but it was so far past maturity, 
that I could not with certainty determine the species. 
I searched for the plant in the same place several times 
during the summers of 1864 and 1866, and did not 
find one specimen. 

Ornithopus perpusillus, Linn. — Very plentiful in a corn-field 
at Ruflford, by a watercourse from Martin Mere. 

Rubus ChamcBmorus, Linn. — I have never been fortunate 
enough to see this plant in blossom on Pendle Hill, or 
even to discover any vestiges of blossoms ; but Miss 
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Becker informs me that she gathered the plant in blos- 
som there, a few years since. I received a letter from 
her on this subject, some time since, to the following 
effect — "I think you cannot fail to find the flowers of 
" the Cloudberry, if you will start from Sabden. The 
" route from the village to the summit of the hill leads 
** you through the tract where the plant grows in the 
" greatest luxuriance, and as I found it in flower there, I 
" do not see why you should not." I intended to search 
for the plant according to these instructions, but have 
not yet been able to do so. 

Rosa tomentosa, Linn. — Hedges at Croston, and other places 
not far from Preston. 

Circiea alpina, Linn. — In Grimeford lane, near Chorley — 
Mr. Henry Scott. 

Cotyledon umbilicus, Linn. — Lucas lane, near Chorley— Mr. 
Henry Scott. 

Sedum Telephium, Linn. — Hedge bank near Cherry Tree 
station — Mr. George Ward. 

jRibes alpinum, Linn. — Hedges in Altham and Simonstone — 
Miss Becker. 

Saxifraga granulata, Linn. — Meadows west of Blackburn, 
by the river side — Mr. G. Ward. 

tridactylites, Linn. — Hedge bank near Portfield — 

Miss Becker. 

Parnassia palustris, Linn. — Foot of Pendle Hill, near Pen- 
dleton Hall. 

Galium mollugo, Linn. — This plant is stated in Part I to 
grow occasioneilly in hedges near Beacon Fell. I have 
not been able to meet with it there for several years 
past; I'H in August, 1864, 1 found it growing in a hedge 
between Hornby and Farleton. 

Senecio Saracenicus, Linn. — South bank of the Eibble, below 
Mitton Church. 
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Cichorium Intybus, Linn. — Com field by the Tram-road near 
Preston. 

Campanula lati/olia, Linn. — Plentiful in a wood at Dinckley 
Hall ; abundant in the woods about Whalley *-Miss 
Becker. 

patultty Linn. — Miss Becker found a single spe- 
cimen of what I believe to be this plant, by the side of a 
brook in Simonstone, in the summer of 1864. 

Uoftonia palustris, Linn.— Weeton Moss^ and ditches in 
several places about Oroston, very plentiful. 

Primula farinosa, Linn. — Mearley Clough, Pendle Hill — 
Miss Becker. 

Lithospermum atLense, Linn. — Corn field between Knot End 
and Pilling, plentiful. 

Symphytum officinale, Linn. — Not unfrequent in ditches 
about Pilling, where it is really wild. The Penwortham 
and Preston localities named in Part I are doubtful 
ones. 

Veronica peregrina, . — Miss Becker informs me that a 

solitary specimen of this plant made its appearance in 
her father's garden, at Altham, a few years ago. She 
also says " that it has now spread over the place, and 
" taken such complete possession of the ground, that it 
** comes up persistently in ever increasing numbers, year 
** after year, till it has established the character of a 
" troublesome weed.*' In a note received by Miss Becker 
from Professor Babington, he says that this plant is not 
a native, but as it is now establishing itself in many 
places, he describes it in the fifth edition of his Manual. 

Mentha piperita, Sm. — Canal bank near Enfield, Portfield — 
Miss Becker. 

Scutellaria galericulata, Linn. — ^Ditches about Pilling, occa- 
sionally ; vitriol works at Altham — Miss Becker. 

Oaleohdolon luteum, Huds. — Plentiful in many of the wooda 
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on the banks of the Bibble, between Preston and Bib- 

chester. 
Oxyria reniformis, Oampd. — On the rooks forming the west 

side of Olitheroe Castle hill, plentiful ; but probably 

introduced. 
Myrica gale, Linn. — Weeton Moss, plentiful. 
Butomus umbellatus, Linn. — Canal, Altham — Miss Becker. 
Sagitiaria sagittifolia, Linn. — Canal, Enfield — Miss Becker. 
Elodea Canadensis ^ Bioh. — In several places in die canal 

north of Preston, abundant^ especially near Nateby Hall. 
Epipactis laiifolia, Sw. — Wood at Dinckley; woods near 

Samlesbury Mill; Altham Clough, and occasionally in 

hedges in the neighbourhood — Miss Becker. 
■ palustris, Sw. — Marshy place in Pleasington— Mr. 

Geoi^e Ward. 
Convallaria muUiflora, Linn. — Altham — Miss Becker. 
Maianlhemum bifolium, D. C— In May, 1863, I had a long 

but unsuccessful search through Dinckley Wood for this 

plant. (See Part III.) 
Colchicum autumnale, Linn. — Meadow at Portfield, abundant. 
Carex stellulata, Gooden. — Pendle Hill. 
extensa, Gooden. — Banks of the Wyre, between Skip- 
pool and the Shard Ferry. 
dioica, Linn. — Pendle Hill — Miss Becker.

Note. — Miss Becker remarks that -she has not seen Saa^raga tri- 
dactylites, Geranium luddum, Asplenium Trichomanes and Rufinnurariat 
within many miles of their above-mentioned Portfield habitat. For this 
reason, although the plants are abundant in other parts of the district, 
the last-named station is considered worthy of mention. 
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
